Edward M. White,

I ware county, would have all prose- j 
¡curing attorneys held responsible di- I 
J rectly to the attorney general for the 
performance of their duties. 
Furth- j 
ermore, Mr. White favors the appoint- , 
ment of prosecuting attorneys by an 
impartial board, composed of the at­ 
torney general, the governor and one 
ot her state officer. 
“ The prosecuting attorneys,” said 
Mr. White, “ are the officers of the 
State of Indiana and not of the count­ 
ies. 
Under the present law they re­ 
ceive uniformly $5 00 salary and what 
fees they are able to earn and collect 
through fines imposed following con­ 
victions in criminal cases. 
They of­ 
ten seek the conviction of men who are 
not guilty and who ought not be con­ 
victed, simply because of the fee that 
is forthcoming. 
Their salaries should 
he fix ed according to the work they do 
and should not depend upon fees. 
“ The objection that a political ma­ 
chine might be created in the appoint­ 
ment of the prosecuting attorneys by 
the attorney general or by a board of 
which he is a member, could be met 
easily. 
Other state officers at pres­ 
ent have the power to appoint several 
scores of deputies in some cases and 
the objection to the power being lodg­ 
ed in one, two or three men has not 
been raised. 
Certainly it has not be­ 
come a menace. 
I view this situa­ 
tion as one who has been a prosecut­ 
ing attorney and as one who has serv­ 
ed the State in the office of the attor­ 
ney general. 
These reforms in the or­ 
ganization of the State's legal depart­ 
ment are such as 
have 
impressed 
themselves upon me in the course of 
my ex perience in both offices.”

Farmers who hav e attempted 
to raise it hav e started out with this 
knowledge and In facing the prob lem 
squarely hav e solv ed it. 
A rice farm 
equipped with wells with a sufficient 
flow to flood the ricetields b ecomes im­ 
mediately a 
high class corn, truck, 
fruit and stoc k farm. 
Think what it 
means to hav e under ab solute control 
a n unceasing supply of pure water. 
Trenches carry it b y grav itation to 
a m portion of the land. 
With it a 
corn crop is helped ov er a temporary 
dro1 gb t. 
An occasional wetting in­ 
sures a splendid return from the truck 
patch, and with water always at hand 
cows almost doub le the quantity and 
more than doub le the quality of milk 
produced 
But all these are really secondary 
considerations with the Arkansas rice 
j 
farmer. 
He has his eye on the main 
chance. 
It is to raise rice, which is ; 
coming to b e one of the most impor­ 
tant of southern cereals. 


d ilion s corn is without an equal. 
When properly preserv ed, whether 
i as ensilage or dried, it can b e used as 
material to render other less palatab le 


j roughage more acceptab le to farm an­ 
imals. 
When properly grown and well pre­ 
serv ed as ensilage it is the equal of or 
superior to roots In feeding v alue and 
palatab ilitv . 
It can. howev er, gener 
I ally speaking, b e more cheaply grown 
and more easily preserv ed than roots 
The lab or of growing an acre of corn 
is of a character much more agreeab le 
to perform and much less arduous than 
that of growing an acre of roots of any 
description. 
Corn, b eing a cultiv ated or hoed crop. ! 
serv es well to clean the land—that is. j 
free it from weeds, so fitting it for 
grain growing and putting it into 
shape to seed down to grass or hay. 
Corn is a gross feeder and may b e 
depended upon to make good use of a 
nev er so ab undant supply of plant 
food. 
It is for this reason particularly 
well adapted to occupy that place in 
the rotation where humifying v egeta­ 
b le matter and a fairly lib eral supply 
of b arnyard manure unite to supply 
large quantities of plant food suitab le 
for root, leaf and stem growth rather 
than for seed production. 
The growing of corn on a fair pro­ 
portion of the arab le land on the farm 
will permit of keeping more cattle and 
so increase the rev enue as well as aug­ 
ment the manure supply so essential 
to the maintenance of soil fertility. 
Corn when preserv ed as ensilage can 
b e stored much more cheaply in much 
less space than any other roughage. 
In addition, stored in this way it will 
keep indefinitely and is always ready 
to feed

Some time ago there was forward 
ed to Paris for analysis from Asiatic 
Turkey a specimen of an edib le sub ­ 
stance that fell during a copious show­ 
er of rain in the v icinity of Mardin and 
Diarb ekir. 
It was stated that the sub ­ 
stance in falling had b een plentifully 
sprinkled ov er a considerab le area of 
country. 
The inhab itants came out and eager­ 
ly gathered up the sub stance and with 
it made excellent b read. The “manna” 
was floury, palatab le and nutritious. 
The Parisian chemists stated that 
the sample of the manna sent them 
was in the form of small glob ules 
ab out the size of millet seeds and that 
the mass, yellowish on 
was perfectly white within. 
It was 
pronounced to b e a v egetab le sub - j 
stance of the lichen family, scientifical­ 
ly known as Lecunora esculenta. 
This lichen is frequently found in 
the most arid mountains of the desert 
of Tartary. where the soil is calcare­ 
ous and gypseous, and grows on the 
ground amid the peb b les, from which 
it is to b e distinguished only b y tho 
closest scrutiny. 
Considerab le quan­ 
tities of lichen are found also in the 
desert of Turkestan and in other parts 
of western Asia. 
It is regarded as likely that this 
lichen, ab undant in the country where j 
it fell, had b een drawn up b y a water­ 
spout—not an infrequent phenomenon 
there—and after b eing carried b y a v a­ 
porous wind at a high altitude had 
fallen to the earth again in a rain 
shower.
